Washington, April 4 (.^ —Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt pinned responsibili­ 
ty for widespread sabotage direct­ 
ly on the Italian naval attache to­ 
day, and Secretary Hull curtly re­ 
jected Axis protests against Amer­ 
ican seizure of 30 German and 
Italian ships.

If you don't have a good stand of 
grass, get busy now. Feeding is 
the first requisite. You can make 
sowings of grass seed again and 
again, but lf the soil does not con­ 
tain sufficient nourishm ent to sup­ 
port the young grass plants after 
the seed has germ inated, you will 
soon have the same bare spots, or 
worse still, weed patches. 
Of course in addition to feeding 
you will have to take other steps 
to renovate a weedy, patchy lawn, 
but that is the first essential. 
Here is the proper procedure to 
renovate your lawn in the spring; 


3. Roll the lawn, to elim inate any 
air pockets which may have de­ 
veloped during wanter through al­ 
ternate freezing and thawing. This 
operation brings the grass roots 
again into firm contact w ith the 
soil so th at grow th can go on. 
Clay soils require less rolling and 
should be rolled w ith a lighter 
weight roller than used for ordin­ 
ary soils. Do not roll the lawn 
when the soil is wet.

4. Reseed thin and bare spots 
w ith a good grade of grass seed.

By M eteorology. 


ST. LOUIS.—Personalized weath­ 
er forecasting—designed to protect 
everything from a housewife's new 
wash to the production schedule of 
an icc-cream m anufacturer—is the 
latest thing in meteorology. 
Dr. Irving P. Krick, meteorolo­ 
gist at the California Institute of 
Technology, is the founder of the 
new science. 
His work in the field 
earned for him a place among the 
'‘Ten Outstanding Young Men of 
1940," named recently by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
In St. Louis for the annual con­ 
vention of the United Fresh Fruit 
& Vegetable association. Dr. Krick 
announced new developments in his 
latest method of long range, short 
range and "personalized” weather 
forecasts. 
The record of his accurate prog­ 
nostications speaks for itself. 
For instance, a manufacturer of 
automobile skid chains netted a 
profit when one of the heaviest I 
storms in history ripped through the 
Great Lakes region last November 
IO. 
He had asked Dr. Krick to 
forecast the earliest sleet and snow 
several weeks before. 
The weath­ 
erman told the manufacturer to ex­ 
pect an early winter. 
Helps Baseball Teams. 
Several m ajor league baseball 
teams rely heavily upon Dr. Krick's 
rain predictions. 
A producer of 
military aircraft always asks him 
when to schedule test flights of new 
models. 
Growers, m arketers and shippers 
of perishable foods call on Dr. 
Krick and his staff of West Coast 
experts for periodic forecasts to 
avoid heavy losses from frost, rain, 
and drouth. 
In time, Dr. Krick asserted, such 
forecasts 
m ay 
be 
available 
for 
areas from a few miles square to 
half the nation—for days, weeks and 
months in advance. 
A golf game 
can be planned two weeks in ad­ 
vance. 
The forecaster will be able 
to tell when to plan an early spring 
swim and when to take ice skates 
along when vacationers go to a 
near-by lake. 
Winter May Fade Early. 
Just to keep his hand in while 
here. Dr. Krick surveyed a stack of 
weather maps covering high and 
low pressure areas during the past 
few months, thumbed through a 
sheaf of data on the movements of 
air currents in the stratosphere and 
predicted an early spring. 
There isn’t any hokus-pokus about 
this brand of forecasting. Dr. Krick 
hastened to assert. 
Ifs all done 
with scientific data supplied by the 
United States meteorological serv­ 
ice, plus certain new developments. 
One of the new gadgets used by 
his staff is an automatic device that 
is sent aloft attached to a sm all 
balloon. 
At regular intervals, the 
machine 
radios 
the 
tem perature 
and humidity back to observers on 
the ground. 
Thus air layers or 
"m asses” are charted up to seven 
miles above the surface of the 
earth. And a clear picture of what 
is brewing in the way of wind, rain 
or shine is easily detected. 
As for "personalized" forecasts, 
Dr. Krick made it clear that his 
predictions arc not infallible. They 
simply consist, he said, of careful 
study and conclusions drawn from 
the records of what certain general 
conditions have affected weather 
changes in any particular region.

Mott Vegetable* Lote 
Vitamins by Loaf Storage 
Will cocking "kill” vitamins? This 
is a question that can’t be answered | 
by “yes” or “no.” 
An article in 
the Journal of Home Economica 
aummarizes reaearch conducted at 
several coUegas. 
Vitamin A. which ta an absolute 
essential to good eyes, ta lost from 
most vegetables by long storage. In 
the case of sweet potatoes, however, 
storage definitely increased the A 
content. Ordinary boiling caused no 
loss and tncreaaed the A content in 
string beans and carrots! 
Freezing 
caused no loss. but drying robbed 
spinach of Vitamin A. 
The researches Indicate that vita­ 
min C, which prevents scurvy, ts 
destroyed to a greater or less extent 
by heat, light, alkalies and some 
metals. 
Acids and sugars have a 
tendency to protect C. 
But atoring 
foods at room temperature, or boil­ 
ing. caused high losses. 
Refrigera­ 
tion seemed to conserve a goodly 
portion of this essential, while pas­ 
teurization and irradiation robbed 
milk of 50 per cent of its C content. 
Less 
definite 
information 
was 
available on vitamin Bl, although 
there are indications that it will 
withstand a considerable amount of 
boiling, according to the best au­ 
thorities.

Have trouble getting a fire started 
in your fireplace? 
Here are a few directions that 
should do the trick. 
Remember 
that the foundation of your fire is 
most important. 
Crumple up three or four pages 
of newspapers. Don’t wad them up 
hard as rocks, or you’ll not get any 
tall flames. Over the crumpled pa­ 
pers put a double handful of kindling 
shavings, preferable box-wood. To 
this add your smaller pieces of kin­ 
dling. building up to the larger 
pieces. 
Then lay on two or three 
small pieces of wood and on top put 
your log. 
Light your paper in sev­ 
eral places at the same time. 
If 
you still have trouble getting your 
fire started, or your logs should be 
damp, you tan fall back on a bit 
of kerosene.
